Vacation Letter. 


Stusss—Dear Oregon Bro. 
of the Editorial Staff: Were you ever 
at White Salmon? If not, let me tell 
you a little about it. A stream of that 
name joins the Columbia river about 
23 miles below The Dalles, on the Wash- 
ington Territory side. The Indians 
catch salmon from it, the flesh of which 
is white—hence the name. The stream 
makes its way from the north, in the 
reyion of Mt. Adams, through the Cas- 
cade range, with valleys and table-lands 
along its course, enough for several 
groups of farms and ranches. The 
water is very cold, as is also that of 


Hood river, which makes its way from 


the south, in the regions of Mt. Hood, 
and joins the Columbia nearly opposite 
White Salmon, on the Oregon side. 
There is also quite au extent of farming 
country on Hood river, much of it un- 
der cultivation in fine farms and or- 
chards. The climate in these parts is 
much more desiratle than in the Wil- 
lamette valley; there being less rain in 
the winter, and more _ invigorating 
breezes in the summer. Some fruits— 
such as peaches, apricots, melons, etc. 
—do much better here than below. 

But when we speak of White Salmon, 
we really mean Mr. Warner’s, three 
miles above the mouth, at the steamer 
landing on the Columbia. All the Con- 
gregational ministers who have ever 
lived at The Dalles know that White 
Salmon means Mr. Warner’s. 

Mr. and Mrs. Warner—good, staunch 
New England Cong—(I was going to 
say Congregationalists, but the other 
word is better still)—Christians, with- 
out children, except a large family they 
have adopted and call home every sum- 
mer to a bountiful nospitality—have 
these many years invited The Dalles 
minister and family to this beautiful re- 
treat fora summer vacation. The cli- 
_ mate is about ten degrees cooler than 
at The Dalles. 

And the delightful scenery! I wish 
I could describe it, but I cannot. Here, 
in the heart of the Cascade range, where 
years ago some great convulsion rent # 
twain the mountain fastnesses; leavi 
on either side towering Palisades, and 
rocky pillars, and picturesque land- 
scapes of steep and sloping mountain, 
cliff, cove, glen, castle, dome, arch and 
pinnacle ; the whole panorama set with 
lovely varieties ef evergreen and decid- 
uous foliage—thrcugh the channel God 
made for it by fire and steam, and ele- 
ments melting with fervent heat, flows 
‘the noble Columbia. : 

You may tell me, Brother, of all the 
beautiful places you have seen ; but if 
you will come and sit with me in this 
grove, and watch for a half hour the 
changing scenery, the tints and shadows 
of blue and emerald and gold that play 
upon the landscape in every direction, 
you will agree that you never saw it 
excelled.

Paris Letter, 


It has often been said that Prince Jer- 
ome Napoleon will one of these days 
publish a manifesto inthe guise of a let- 
ter toafriend. En attendant this demon- 
stration, M. Prax-Paris, one of his most 
ardent supporters, has just addressed a 
long letter to a doubting friend, which 
appears in Figaro to-day. The Bona- 
partist Deputy explains that the Empire 
is a hereditary monarchy, and the only 
one that has received the sovereign com- 
mission of universal suffrage. The 
Prince Imperial being dead, Prince Na- 
poleon, for every monarchical and dy- 
nastic Imperalist, is the sole legal heir 
of the rights of the family and the Im- 
perial tradition. He repudiates the doc- 
trine that the people may choose the 
successor of the PrinceImperial. This 
is a@ negation of the monarchical and 
dynastic rights of the Napoleons, and 
turns. them into simple candidates for a 
fleeting dictatorship, without more titles 
to this dictatorship than a prince, a gen- 
eral, or citizen, whoever he may be. 
The late Prince’s will, M. Prax-Paris 
says, could neither affect or displace the 
hereditary rights of Prince Napoleon. 

M. Paul de Cassagnac, replying in the 
Pays to the manifesto of M. Prax-Paris, 
bitterly reproaches Prince Jerome Na- 
poleon with his passive attitude. ‘“ His 
very shadow frightens him, and he 
seems to meditate upon some combina- 
tion, which would render him at once 


| the respectful citizen of the Republic 


and the autocratic Emperor of the Im- 
perialists.”” 

M. de Lesseps has been speaking at 
Bordeaux on the canal to be construct- 
ed across the Isthmus of Darien. The 
route by the Nicaraguan Lakcs bad to 
be abandoned, said M. de Lesseps to an 
audience numbering over 5,000 persons, 
on account of the frequency of earth- 
quakes and the necessity of establishing 
locks. The best plan would be to dig 
the canal along-side of the Panama 
Railway. It would, then, be less than 
fifty miles in length. The Government 
of Columbia had declared itself in fa-. 
vor of the project, and had promised to 
supply victuals for the men engaged on 
this work, which ineeight years would 
be completed. M. de Lesseps maintains 
ed that the regions through which the 
canal was to pass were perfectly healthy. 
With regard to workmen, M. de Les- 
seps stated that the company proposed 
to buy about 20,000 Brazilian slaves, 
but he did not enter into any details of 
this startling project. M. de Lesgeps 
thought a general misconception existed 
regarding the Monroe doctrine. Its 
object, in his opinion, was to resist the 
claims of the Holy Alliance, which 
wished to Oppress other Governments. 
The American press, he stated, were fa- 
vorable to the proposed canal, and he 
concluded hie speech by saying the un- 
dertaking would confer an enormous 
benefit on Bordeaux—a sentiment which 
was responded to by prolonged cheers 
from the audience. — 

A formal denial is given to-day 
through the Havas Agency to the ab- 
surd assertion that Marshal MacMahon 
was to be Military Governor of Paris. 

Perfect deluges of rain and consequent 
inundations are reported from the vari- 
ous parts of the country. The Jard 
has overflowed its banks from Valen- 
ciennes to Conde, and some of the 
streets of the latter town are under wa- 
ter. The inhabitants are working day 
and night to arrest the damage, and 
troops are to be dispatched from Fres- 
es to assist them. The Lys has become 
a furious torrent, and all the country be- 
tween Bergues and Dunkerque is one 
lake. The Helpe and the Sambne have 
also overflowed, and the Meurthe, Mo. 
selle, and Vesouze are rising fast. The 
prospect is becoming very serious.

Prayer and Natural Law. 


[Extract from a sermon by Rev. J. 
W. Hough, D.D.| | 

Is it of any use to pray? Will 
prayer really prevail with God? Does 
he not govern the world by fixed laws, 
and are not these lawe fixed and uniform 
in their operation? And is it not folly 
to suppose that he will interfere with 
those laws and their fixed methods of 
operation, in order to grant the suit of 
any and every petitioner ? : 

This conception of the stability of 
nature and the fixedness of nature's 
laws does, beyond a doubt, cut the 
nerve of many a man’s faith, and neu- 
tralize all his attempts at prayer. 

On precisely this ground it is that 
science rests its argument that it is use-. 
less to expect any change in the order 
of things to be effected by prayer. 
Prof. Tyndall, for example, says: 
“ Without a disturbance of natural law: 
quite as serious as the stoppage of an 
eclipse, or the rolling of the St. Law- 
rence upon the falls of Niagara, no act 
of humiliation, individua! or national, 
could call down one shower from heav- 


en, or deflect towards us a single beam 


of the sun.” 
And not science only, but all true 


theologic thought as well, must insist 


that natural laws are uniform in their 
working. These material laws, as we 
term them, are only the fixed methods 
of God’s action. They are the expres- 
sion in the material realm of his own 
nature, and he is bound to be true to 


his laws simply because he is bound to | 


be true to himself. 

But granting, nay rather insisting, 
that God controls the world by a system 
of fixed laws, does it follow that he has 
fettered himself by these laws, and 
made it impossible for him to grant the 
request of a pleading child if he wishes ? 
Is God a slave and law his master, or is 
law the slaveand God the master? Let 
us see. | 

Prof. Tyndall’s little child, digging 
in his father’s garden, unearths a rock 
too large for his strength, and he asks 
his father to remove it for him. God’s 
law of gravity holds the rock in its 


place with a force too gréat for the |. 


muscle of the child, too great for the 
Professor's nnaided muscle; but he 
plants a fulcrum and a lever, and 


presently the rock is removed, and the 


request of the child granted. Prof. 
Tyndall has not interfered with the 
uniformity with which the law of grav- 
ity acts, he has simply applied the prin- 
ciple of the lever against gravity, and 
to the lever he has applied his muscle, 
and to the muscle he has applied his 
will. Even Professor Tyndall’s will is. 
free to use these fixed laws at pleasure, 
or to use one law to overcome the action 
of another law. 

The owner of a mine finds that the 
water gathers in the main shaft and 
lower levels, and drives out the miners. 
The mining engineer, to whom he ap- 
plies knows that water will run down 
by the law of gravity, and that the 
law of gravity is unchangeable. But 
he lays hold of another law, equally 
natural and equally uniform in its ac- 
tion. He takes a small quantity of 
water, puts it into a boiler, heats it, 
and generates an elastic vapor which 
we call steam. He boxes that steam in 
an iron chest, applies it to a piston, 
gears the piston to a pump, starts his 
mechanism, and lo! the water flows in\ 
a steady stream up instead of down. 
The mining engineer has wrought no 
miracle; he has not changed in the least 
the uniform tendency of water fo run 
down hill; he hae simply seized upon 
one patural law, and has made it work 
against another natural law. 

And if the mining engineer can thus 


come in among the laws of nature, and 


by his will make one law yield to the 
force of another, is it impossible for 
God to do the same? Are these uniform 
laws the obedient cervants of man’s 
will, and at the same time inexorable 
masters over God’s will? Shall Prof. 
Tyndall beable to use these fixed laws 
to grant the request of his child, and 
shall we be told, that becauee these 
laws are fixed the Lord God Almighty 
is unable to grant the requests of his 
children ? hy, if Prof. Tyndall’s 
garden is dry, he can gear a force-pump, 


| and apply water to it if he chooses, 


and having done it, he would never 
think of accounting theachievement a 
miracle. At the same time, he declares 
that if the Lord God, in whose hand 
the sun itself is only a force-pump, 
lifting the ocean into the clouds, should 
choose to send rain in answer to the 
petition of his children, it would be as 
truly a miracle as though the river St. 
a were made to flow up Niaga.

The Duke of Argyle has. clearly 
pointed out in his “‘ Reign of Law,” 
the truth that “there are no phenomena 
visible to man of which it is true to 
say that they are governed by any in- 
variable force. . That Which does gov- 
ern them.¢s always ‘some variable. com- 
binations, of invariable: forces. It is 
perfectly. trae that every law is in its 


' precisely and necessarily the same ef- 
fects—that is, provided it is worked 
under the same conditions. But if the 
conditions are not the same, the invari- 
ableness of effect gives place to capaci- 
ties of change which are almost infin- 
ite. It is by altering the conditions 
under which any given law is brought 
to bear, and by bringing other laws to 
operate on the same subject, that our 
own wills exercise a large and increas- 
Ing power over the material world.” 

Are we to believe that while our 
wills do thus exercise power over the 
material world,.God’s will cannot. 
Shall we be told, in the name of sci- 
ence, that while we are able to change 
the conditions under which God’s laws 
are worked, God himself is not able: 
that while it is possible for us to make 


‘varying combinations of his invari-. 
able forces,” no such varying combina- 


tions are possible to him? Nay, does 
not science itself teach us that these 
laws are but the implements which 
God. employs in answering the prayers 
of his children ?

“STOP TRE TAP.” 

Sir Wilfrid Lawson tells the follow- 
ing very suggestive anecdote illustrative 
of the ‘‘ moderation ” theory : 

“Tt was a species of temperance 
meeting. Three excellent clergymen 
spoke. They harped on the elastic and 
indefinite word ‘ moderation,’ condemn- 
ing intemperance, but setting up Timo- 
thy as their model man morally and 
constitutivnally ; lauding and magnify- 
ing sobriety, but commending the tem- 
perate consumption of alcohol. When 
they had concluded, an elderly farmer 
rose and said: ‘I’ve heard that kind of 
talk for the last forty years, and can’t 
‘see that people area bit more sober now 
thar“when it commenced. It reminds 
me of what I once saw take place at a 
retreat for imbeciles. It is the custom 
there, after the patients have been in 
residence for a certain time, to put 
them to a kind of test to see whether 
they are fit to leave the asylum or not. 
They are taken to a trough fall of wa- 
ter with a small pipe continually run- 
ning into it and supplying it.

LESSON X. 
For Sunday, Sept. 7, 1879—1 Thess. 
iv: 13-18. | 
The Coming of the Lord. 
Golden Text.—1 Thess. iv: 17. 
INTRODUCTORY. 


Thessalonica, a city of Macedonia, 
and, under the Romans, proconsular 
capital of the second district of that 
province, was situated on the Thermaic 
Gulf. It was built on the site of the 
still more ancient Therme, and was 
named in honor of Thessalonica, the 
daughter of Philip and sister of Alex- 
ander. It has always remained an im- 
portant city, and is even now, under 
the name of Saloniki, a city of 70,000 
inhabitants, the second in importance 
in European Turkey, ranking next after 
Constantinople. The church in this an- 
cient city was founded by Paul (see. 
Acts xviii: 1-9). The object of the 
Epistle is twofold: (1) Consolation— 
in reference both to external and inter- 
nal trials; (2) Admonition—in refer- 
ence to moral principles, Christian 
watchfulness, and practical duties. The 
subject of the present lesson is the Sec- 
ond Advent, based on a special revela- 
tion to St. Paul. | 

EXPLANATORY. 


(V.13) I would not have you to be 
ignorant — As recent converts from 
heathenism, many of them were doubt- 
less uninstructed in many important 
truths, among which’ was the fate of 
the departed. The Apostle would not 
leave them in ignorance. The policy 
of ignorance adopted by the Romish 
priesthood for their flocks is not apos- 
tolical or scriptural. Ignorance is not 
the mother of devotion, but she is the 
mother of superstition. Z’hem which 
are asleep—That is, dead. Sleep is the 
image of death. |

The Thessalonians were surprised that 

some ef their fellow believers had died 

before the Lord’s second coming; and 

being but imperfectly instructed con- 

cerning the immortality of the soul and 

the resurrection of the dead, they feared 

that their friends were lost, and would 

never live again. Paul here seeks to 

allay their anxieties and enlighten their 
minds on these subjects, especially as 
connected with the Second Advent. 


(V.14) For if we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again—-And of course 
they did. The Apostle does not mean 
to express any doubt, but only to appeal 
to what he knew was a part of their 
faith. Even so, etc.—The argument 
seems to be about this: As surely as 
your faith is well founded that Jesus 
died and rose ‘again, so surely those 
whose death is only a sleeping in Jesus 
will God bring to life again, to be along 
with him forever. 


(V.15) By the word of the Lord—A 
special and express revelation from Je- 
sus. In the nature of the case, it could 
be known in no other way. That we 
which are alive and remain—That is, 
we Christians. Some, as Alford, Jow- 
ett, and rationalists generally, maintain 
that the word ‘“‘we”’ here shows that the 
Apostle expected the Second Advent to 
| Alford 
asserts, with no little dogmatism, that 
this was his view. Bloomfield, unwill- 
ing to go quite so far, says the Apostle 
was only inclined to think so. It would 
follow that the Apostle was in errof on 
a subject on which he professed to have 
a special revelation; that he claimed 
as a revelation from the Lord Jesus 
what He himself had declared was not 
revealed, or to be revealed to man or 
angel; that he soon after discovered his 
error, and hastened to correct it, in a 
second Epistle ; and, of course, that the 
inspiration of the Apostle was not such 
as to render him infallible as a teacher. 
The foregoing interpretation is doubtless 
the legitimate offspring of this loose and 
erroneous theory of inspiration, which 
mars the otherwise excellent commenta- 
ry of Dean Alford on the Greek Testa- 
ment, and is that commonly embraced by 
rationalists and enthusiasts. Practically, 
its effect is to destroy confidence in the 
Scriptures, and subvert their authority 
as the word of God. In the passage 
before us it may be shown that the 
Apostle did mot hold and teach an er- 
roneous doctrine, and thus mislead 
his readers, by the following considera- 
tions: (1) The word “we” merely 
identifies the Apostle with Christians as 
a class. This rendering is, in the orig- 
inal Greek, neither ungrammatical nor 
without a precedent, several analagous 
cases being found in the New Testa- 
ment, such as 1 Cor. xv: 51; also for 
similar use of other personal pronouns, 
see Mark x: 3; Sed vii: 19, 22; 
Acts vii: 38. 
with what the Apostle elsewhere teach- 
es. His second Epistle, written only a 
few months after the first, corrects in 
them the very error which some have 
attributed to Paul himself. See Thess. 
ii: 2-12 In his second Epistle to 
Timothy, written in the near prospect of 
death, there is no sign of any expecta- 
tion of the Advent before his death. 
S.e 2 Tim. iv: 6-8. (8) The Apostle 
uses almost the only language he could 
use on such a subject. He neither says 
that be would, nor. that he would not 
be alive at the coming of the Lord, for 
the reason that he did not know, and 
did not pretend to know the time of 
his coming. He therefore uses lan- 
guage which is purposely indefinite as 
to time; an indefiniteness which has 
been preserved in the Syriac, the oldest 
version of the New Testament. Its

(2) It is inconsistent | 


language is, “that we who may survive 
and be alive’ at the coming of our 
Lord,” etc.; that is whoever may be 
living at that time. (4) The Apostle, 
when he perceived that the Thessaloni- 
ans were still in error, in expecting the 
Second Advent in their own life-time, 
immediately writes them a second letter, 
to correct their error, informing them 
of certain antecedent. events which 
would certainly require some time, and 
might require a long time, though just 
how long he did not know, and does 
not pretend to tell. For, (5) Our Lord 
has distinctly told us that the time is 
unrevealed, and therefore cannot be 
known. See Matt. xviv: 36; Mark 
xiii: 86; Actsi: 7. All this the 
Apostle must have known, and _ there- 
fore could not have meant the Thes:a- 
lonians to understand that be certainly 
expected the Second Advent while he 
was yet living. Shall not prevent— 
That is, anticipate, or go before. Them 
which are asleep—That is, dead. Those 
who are alive at the coming of the 
Lord shall not have any advantage over 
those who were dead. 

(V.16) For the Lord himself shall 
descend—The Lord ‘Jesus Christ shall 
descend from heaven, whither he had 
ascended. With a shout—As of an army 
rushing to battle, or as of a captain giv- 
ing tbe command to his troops. With 
the voice of an archangel—One of the 
chief angels, uttering the word of com. 
mand: With the trump of God—There 
is no need of understanding an actual, 
literal trumpet. It was the instrument 
used to assemble the people together, 
either to battle or to the festivals. In 
like manner God will assemble all na- 
tions to judgment. There may be a 
reference to the voice of the trumpet at 
Sinai, that “sounded long, and waxed 
louder and louder.” (Ex, xix: 19.) 
The dead in Christ—Those who have 
died in faith, and who were thus united 
to him. Shall rise jirst—Before the 
living are changed, panied 

(V.17) Then we which are alive and 
remain—Those who may be living. See 
under verse 15. Shall be caught up— 
Irresistibly, by the mighty power of 
God. Zogether with them—Those who 
had been. dead, but raised again.’ Jn the 
clouds—Like our Lord at his ascension. 
To meet the Lord in the air—The scene 
of the Judgment is not to be the earth, 
but above the earth, in the .circumam- 
After it is concluded the 
wicked will receive their sentence, to 
‘‘s0 away into everlasting punishment, 
but the righteous into life eternal.” 
And so—Having returned with him to | 
heaven. Shali we—All of us who love 
him, and are acquitted at the great 
Assize. Be ever with the Lord—N ot as 
now, sometimes feeling his presence, 
and then mourning his absence. The 
highest conceivable happiness and glory 
is to be with Christ, and to like him. 

(V. 18) Comfort one another—In- 
stead of sorrowing without hope, as the 
heathen do. With these words—W hich 
the Apostle had just written. The 
immortality of the soul, the resurrection 
of. the body, and the future life in 
glory, are deep and intensely interesting 
truths, and very full of comfort to be- 
lievers.

QUAKERS AND THE INDIANS. 


In the division of the several fields 
among the different denominations, the 
Winnebago Indians in Nebraska were 


assigned to the Friends, who. make the | 


following report of the results of their 
work : 

“Ten years since, rations were issued 
to them at a cost of about $30,000 per 
annum; during the past year the tribe 
has been self-supporting, with the excep- 
tion of three pounds of flour given 
weekly to each parent whose child at. 
tended regularly at school. At present 
the tribe has a surplusof farm products 
for sale, and with the larger. acreage 
sown this year this surplus will doubtless 
be increased. 

“It has been demonstrated that the 
Indian will not only labor for his own 
maintenance, but may become skilled 
in the mechanic arts. We are informed 
by the agent that during last year’s 
harvest there were nine reaping ma- 
chine’s used, all operated by Indians, 
who were so proficient that their white 
neighbors sought their services at wages 
ranging from two to three dollars per 
day. 

Their skill is further manifested by 
the fact that one of their number is 
employed as engineer-to run a thirty- 
horse power engine used ina flour mill 
on the reservation. In the blacksmith, 
carpenter and shoe shops, Indians con- 
duct the business with marked success. 

**W hen it is remembered that only ten. 
years ago this tribe had but three hun- 
dred acres under cultivation, and sub- 
sisted mainly on the rations of the gov- 
ernment and the buffalo hunt, the possi- 
bility of civilizing the Indian would 
seem to be no longer a question of 
doubt; and by an examination of the 
following statistics, in addition to the 
foregoing facts, it must be apparent 
to every one that the present policy 
which has borne such good fruits is 
worthy of continuance, and that any 
change would be bvuth unwise and 
hazardous.”’

WOMAN. 


The following extracts are from the 
eloquent address delivered by Rev. R. 
S. Storrs, D.D., at thee celebration of 
the semi-centennial of the Abbott Acad- 
emy. After speakingwf the movement 
for the education of women as a part of 
the wide, vital, pervading force of civ- 
ilization, ‘he said : 

Where genius is valued, and intellec- 
tual attainments for their brilliancy and 
variety are honored and applauded, she 
may have her place, an exceptional 
place like that of Aspasia at Athens, or 
Hypasia at Alexandria. Where scien- 
tific instruction, she may have an op- 
portunity, like the noble women who 
have for centuries, at intervals, taught 
in the University of Bologna ; where 
religion is the paramount interest in 
sight, and she shows the devout temper 
and the high intellectual intuition of | ; 
truth which religion inspires and de- 
mands, she may again have her emi- 
nence, like Catharine of Sienna, like 
Elizabeth of Hungary, like Hildegrade 
in Germany, like the Spanish Theresa. 

You do not want to make a woman 
like another man in her moral nature, 
but to unfold that which is peculiar to 
itself, and give it its royal place and 
power in the world. On the other hand, 
you do not want merely what are call- 
ed sometimes “the passive virtues’’— 
gentleness and meekness and humility 
and forgiveness and patience. They are 
all excellent in their place, like ‘‘the low 
sweet voice, that excellent thing in wo- 
man.” But it is by positive force of 
character that this. world is to be edu- 
cated and carried forward. 

Society needs woman’s 
ness, sympathy, courage, self.devotion, 
and her intuitive discernment of God. 
Ido not care what philosopher is ex- 
panding his vast system of philosophic 
thought ; I do not care what statesman 
is planning for his country’s future; I 


do not care what architect is lifting the 
edifice into the air, or is strewing the 


canvass with the splendor of his own 
spirit ; there is no other office so grand 
on earth as that committed to woman 
—Christianly culture, in fellowship with 
God, of bringing up her acute and dom- 
inant moral sense into contact with the 


minds of men, that ultimate and su- 
premest law of the universe, the law of 


righteousness, for which the planets and 
the stars were builded; she glorifies 
herself and she glorifies God in that 
sublime ministry. 

Sympathy in woman comes nearest 
to the heart of Christ ; sympathy for 
the erring, for the sick and suffering, 
for the down-trodden; sympathy even 
for the sinful, if they be penitent. That 
is the power which she needs to con- 
tribute to human society. Her sympa. 
thy is the heart-ray combined with the 
light-ray in the perfect sunbeam, and 
wherever it goes, there flower charities, 
asylums, and all institutions of human 
benevolence spring naturally from it, as 
the flowers from the sod which the sun 
bas warmed, and as the blooms of the 
orchard on tbe distant hillsides. More 
and@more this is needed, as material in- 
terests attract man’s thoughts and ab- 
sorb to themselves the active affairs of 
society. 

The reckless rapture of self-forgetful- 
ness, that which dominates and inspires 
persons and nations, that which is sover- 
eign over obstacle and difficulty and 
peril and resistance, it has belonged to 
woman’s heart from the beginning. 

Man hunts after God with his under- 
standing and fails to find him; science 
searches after him with its lenses, and 
its force seems like a blind man trying 
to help his sight by using a glass eye; 
logic tries to soar toward God, and 
waves its wooden crutches in mimicry 
to witness ; woman sees him, feels him 
within, discerns him above, sees him in 
Christ ; she who was last at the cross 
and first at the sepulchre has ‘seen the 
Lord ever since in bis sympathy: and in 
his sovereignty, in his power and in his 
wondrous parable; she feels him in the 
deepest experience of her heart, and 
then she sees him in all the providential 
history of the world, in all the creation 
round about, from the golden spots on 
the butterfly’s wings to the supreme 
splendor of the triple suns above. The 
universe to her is full of God, and that 
thought of God, that revelation of God, 
it is hers to make the world. 

One of the most foolish questions ever 
asked is: “What is going to be, the 
sphere of woman when she is so educat- 
ed?” The sphere! If she don’t make 
her Own we may stop prophesying. For 
six centuries women taught at Bologna, 
taught mathematics, the classics, natur- 
al science, philosophy, the civil and the 
canonical law, anatomy and surgery 
and medicine: taught when sometimes 
they must veil their faces lest the 


thought of the students should be dis- | 


tracted from the beauty of the subject 
to the beauty of the speaker. Author- 
ship is all open to women in every de 
partment. Mrs. Browning, Mrs. Jami. 
son, Mrs.. Hemans, Mrs. Lewis, Mrs. 
Stowe, Mrs. Howe, and many others in 
this country illustrate this. 

Woman has been a physician since the 
days of the Iliad and the Odyssey. In 
France and in Russia to-day, as in the 
medieval time, women are freely receiv- 
ed into the ranks of medical practition- 
ers, and often instructors. In England 
and America it is going to be so. I 
don’t know about the law, but they do 
say @ woman is one of the most skillful 
conveyancers in London. I don’t know 


about the ministry, though it is a scan- | 


dal in parishes sometimes, that the min- 
ister’s wife writes the most brilliant 
passages in his discourse. I stopped 
writing mine long ago lest that should 
be said about me.

KNOZX’S HEROISM. 


Enraged at her perfidy (Queen Mary 
Stuart), the Earl of Argyll and the 
Prior of St. Andrews, who had hitherto 
remained with the Queen, joined the 


| Lords of the Congregation, now assem- 


bled at St. Andrews. Knox being in- 
vited by them to repair to that city, he 
proceeded without delay, preaching in 
Crail and Anstruther by the way. Hav- 
ing arrived at St. Andrews, he signitied 
his intention of preaching the following 
day in the cathedral, which, being un- 
derstood by the Archbishop, he assem- 

bled his troops and informed the heads 
of the Congregation that if “ Knox 
offered to preach there he should have 
a warm reception.” Afraid of thecon- 
sequences, the Lords advised him to de 

fer preaching that day, especially as the 
Queen’s army was lying at a very short 
distance. The bold answer of our re. 

former, which was something like that 
of Luther when dissuaded from attend- 
ing the Diet of Worms, at cnce silenced 
the remonstrance of his frierds. . “God 

is my witness,”’ said he, “ that I never 
preach Jesus Christ in contempt to any

and, as for the fear of danger that may 

come, let no man be solicitious, for my 


| life is in the. custody of Him whose glory 


I seek; and therefore, I cannot so fear 
their boast nor tyranny that I will cease 
from er a duty, when of His mercy 
He offereth me occasion. I desire the 
hand and weapon of no man to defend 
me, only do I crave audience, which, if 
it be denied here unto me at this time, 
I must seek farther, where I may have 
it.’ And Knox, accordingly, preached 
that day and the three following with- 
out Interruption, and with so much suc- 
cess that the magistrates and inhabit- 
ants agreed to embrace the Reformed 
religion, and to remove every vestige of 
idolatry from the city. That Sabbath, 

the 10th of June, on which Knox first 
preached in that church after his exile, 
was doubtless one of the most agitating 
days of his life. That day he had seen 
afar off and prophesied of, even when a 
slave inthe French galleys, fifteen years 
before. ‘* And lying betwixt Dundee 
and St. Andrews, the second time the 
galleys returned to Scotland, the said 
John being so extremely sick that few 
hoped of his life, and said Mr. James 
willed him to look to the land, and ask. 
ed: him if knew it. Who answered: 
‘Yes, I know it well, for I sce the steeple 
vf that place where God first in public 
opened my mouth to His glory, and I 
am fully persuaded how weak that ever 
I now appear, that I shall not depart 
this life till my tongue shall glorify His 
godly name in the same place.’ This 
reports the said Master James, in pres. 

ence of many famous witnesses, many 
years before the said John set foot this 
last time in Scotland to preach.”— 
[Knox and the Reformation Times in 
Scotland. 


THE WANDERING JEW. 


About three. hundred years ago, Dr. 
Paul Von KHitzen saw an old man, 
whose hair hung over his shoulders, 
standing barefoot while the service in 
church proceeded, and bowing reverent- 
ly at every mention of the name of Je- 
sus, The doctor songht him out and 
inquired who he was.

No doubt; for 
in those days people were credulous, and 
the most thrilling of all myths, believed 
tog be countenanced in Matt. xvi: 28, 
took strong hold of the imagination. 
The man was insane or an impostor, yet 
he left an impression in Germany that 
has never been effaced. :
